John Rossean smiles easily, which is one of the 
reasons he is so good at what he does. 

Selling hamburgers for Md>onalds Restau- 
rants Is a people business, and the smile at the

- for Rossean. 

"You don’t Just wait on a customer, you get 
acquainted with them." 

"I enjoy serving people, giving them a good 
product that you are happy with; you’re proud to 
serve it to them and when you meet 'em on tho 
street, you don' t hide your head." 

Rossean sells hamburgers five days a week, 52 
weeks a year, and has for 20 years. Despite the 
fact that he Is the manager and 20 percent owner 
of the Burley store, he works the busy night and 
Weekend ^Ifts, when a younger and less cxi^eri- 
enced manager ml^t have his hands full. 

With the experience to feed the crowd, Ros- 
sean can still find time to smile and to make the- 
friends who first come for a burger and return 
later fora burger and a smile. 

"The money Is definitely secondary, the 



money gets better as you go, but you have to like 
what you're doing. You don’t gel weekends and 
holidays. Just Thanksgiving and Christmas. You 
have to like something like that." 

Something like that, but not everything like 
thot. While he Is a gracious host, he Is an uncom- 
fortable visitor. DoonttHloor sales didn’t suit 
him at all when he tried it after his first short 
hitch with the Navy. At McDonalds, his 
customers are his guests, he says. 

At age 62, he Is wrapping up his second career 
in style. His first career was a 21-year hitch with 
the Navy that ended June 30, 1964, when he 
retired with the rank of chief yeoman. 

His second career started March 14, 1965 near 
Oxnard, Calif, when he first flipped a burger os 
the manager of a McDonald's franchise owned 
by a nephew of McDonalds founder, Roy Kroc. 

In 1981, ho was chosen by a group of 


McDonalds managers as one of three Managers 
of the Year for the Seattle region, which Includes 
Montana, Hawaii, Oregon. Washington, and 
Idaho. 

His store In Burley has a trlpIe-A'ratlng, the 
hipest possible, for maintaining standards of 
quality, service, and cleanliness. 

"We felt good about that: accordlng-.to_. 
McDonald's standards we are doing exactly 
what we are supposed to do, "When you get 
chosen as a triple-A store, you feel llke.you've 
achieved something, but there's always room for 
Improvement." 

The long and late hours pay off, but they 
weren’t what he hoped for when he retired from 
the Navy. 

"1 left Navy wanting a Job with regular hours'! 
and weekends and holidays off." He got little of 
that, but he did find an orderly niche In civilian 
life that resembled the Navy In its emphasis on 
team work and discipline. 

From Oxnard, he moved through a number of 
stores- In southern California until Jan. 4, 1972,

Imposing death penalty seen as way to prdtect society from murderers

NEW YORK - When Steven Judy taunted a 
Jury Into sentencing him to death, be made a 
statement that went to the heart of America's 
gtxmiflg suppmt for the death penalty. 

"You belter vote for the death ^aity 
’cause I'm gonna get out one way or another, 
and U may be one of you next or your fami- 
lies," Juty said on Feb. 3, 1980, slx^y before 
he was sentenced to die for the rape- 
stranguIaUoo of an Indianapolis woman and 
the drowning deaths of her three young 
chlldiea 

Judy was executed March 6, 1961, and many 
Americans would say his threat bl^lgbts the 
need for the death penalty. When askeid, 
' 'Whldi of the following, if any, would you say 
is the main ju^csUon for the death penal- 


ty," 42 percent of Americans in a Media 
General-Associated ^ Press poll chose this 
answer: “To priiiMt society from future 
crimes that person might commit." 

Hie ruiUonwlde telephone poll of 1,476 adults 
also said that 31 pertrent believed the main 
--JusUflcaUoa-IS-"(o-de(er other-pe^le from 
committing serious crimes," and 17 percent 
believed It was "to punish that particular per- 
son." Five percent cited none of the three 
choices, andSpercentweren'tsure. 

The poll also said M percent of Americans 
supported the death penalty — 27 percent In 
ail murder cases and 57 pen^t In certain cir- 
cumstances such as murders of chUdm or 
police officers. Only 12 percent said there 
should not be a death penalty, and 4 percent 
weren't sure. 

The focus on keeping murderers from 
committing future ctudm U "a truly Interest- 


ing piece of evidence in Uils whole picture," 
said Winian^ J. Bowers, director of .the Nor- 
theastern University Center of ApplI^ Social 
Research and author of the book 
Homicide.” 

Previous surveys on public attitudes ob^t 
the death'pehalty "left the'lssiie of future of- ' 
fenses by the offender unasked, "said Bowers. 

. In previous polls, respondents were given a 
choice of deterrence or punishment and were 
more likely to choose deterrence, he said. But 
the Media General-AP poll indicates “people 
really and foremost are saying they want to 
prevent that person from killing again. That 
hasn’t really been shown in any survey work I 
know about,” Bowerssaid. 

'The finding apparently means that many . 
Americans have no confidence In the ability of 
brlstms to keen murderers out of society, said 


John Ackerman of Houston, a former presi- 
dent of the National Association of Criminal 
Defense Lawyers. 

"Public perception is that even mandatory 
life mums 10 to 15 years," Ackerman said. 
Media reports are partly responsible for that 
■perception; he said. ■ ; * ■ 

"It Is news when somebody who was 
previously convicted of miutler is released 
from prison and kills somebody else,” he sold. 
"When somebody convicted of murder dies in 
prison 30 years later, having served life, 
that's not nevra.

"I don’t know If it’s a deterrent," he said,

was the main Justification for the death penal- 
ty, “but there Is a ^eat amount of reluctance 
tosaythat."

"There 
particularly is as to the family of the victims. 

I think, more than any other groiqi of people, 
these people p^chologically feel the need for 
UTe harshest of punishments for the harsh^ 
of crimes."

Higher standards 
benefit education 

Now that we have had a couple of years of attention 
and a snowstorm of reports on how to improve the 
education system in America, perhaps it was naturai 

we would see a report from the other side. 

This one, released this week, says that In the drive to 
excellence In the nation’s schools, the country may be 
leaving behind the poor, the minority and the handi- 
capped. 

The country Is In danger, says the report, of creating 
a permanent underclass In the coiitry from the 
“millions of children who happen to be bom different 
by virtue of race, language, sex or Income status." 



"ThaflgrtflTbe sure, a~legltfniate, concern. One'of OiT 
great strengths of the nation’s educational system has 
been its access by rich and poor alike. 

It has been the main vehicle by which people have 
been able to move up economic and social ladders in 
the nation’s leadership structure. \ 

But If the Horatio Alger story has had validity for 
generations of the poor and disadvantaged, there has 
been a reverse side too. 

By weakening the ^ucatlon system in the past few 
decades, particularly by lowering expected levels of 
achievement, we have diminished the value of an 
education itself. 

The results are not hard to sec. Millions of American 
young people graduate every year from high school 
virtually unable to read or write coherently. Thou- 
sands come out of college with skills thatVe barely 
greater. I 

In many schools, subjects like .’’relating to people” 
and “your ethnic heritage” replaced English and his- 
tory. Street slang become acceptable speech under the 
dubious reasoning that It has social “validity” and 
therefore shouldn’t be denied. Thankfully, the nation 
has come to recognize that such thinking is liitle more 
than social pap and that we, as a nation, have done a 
great disservice by not demanding more of our young 
people.

American education will be better served, in the long 
run, by adherence to tougher goals, not to lesser ones. 
That ^ould be the objective of the excellence move- ■ 
ment.

WASHINGTON^ (AP) — five farm 
groups Tuesday called for massive 
cuts In the fedc^ budget as the best 
solution to the financial problems of 
fanner8,_but .thcy.sald.defense. and, 
benent programs — not agriculture — 
should be the first targets of the spen- 
ding ax.

deficits drive up interest rates, which 
>ln turn put the squeeze on heavily 
leveraged farmers, and add to Um 
strength of the dollar, which curt» 
exports. 


'We’re not pr^ared to see the 
budget balanced only on the back of 
agriculture," said Roger Asendorf, 
president of the American S^bean 
Association, who polnt^ to concerns 
about a farm debt crisis nowaffecting 
many farmers. 

"Ihere's a short-term credit crisis 
in agriculture, the likes of which' 


hasn’t -been sMn since the 1830s,"' 
Asendorf told a news conference. 

The group won encouragement for 
Its budg et-b a lanc ing efforte from_ 
A'gHciilture Secretab’ fildclc 

At a Cabinet meeting later. Blade 
briefed Reagan on the credit crisis 
and emerged to say the president 
"knows it Is (severe), he sold It was ...

-HoUister-man dies in head^on crash

TWIN FALLS — A Hollister man died instai\l- 
]y Tuesday evening when his car smashed 
head-on Into the front of a truck-trailer unit 
about 10 miles south of Twin Falls on Blue Lakes 
Boulevard South. 

Officers Identified the victim as Dale Dobson, 
about 60, who operates a key shop spulh of 
Hollister. The Occident occurred at S:09 p.m. 

Cpl. Frank Mogenson of the Idaho Stale Police 
said Dobson was crushed behind the wheel of his 
southbound car when It crossed the highway and 
hit the northbound truric. 

Although the curve where the accident occur- 
red was ley, Mogenson said he did not believe the 
Ice contributed to the accident. 

There were no skid marks, the officer said, 
and according to the truck driver, no attempt 
was evident by the driver to keep his vehicle on 


the right side of the hl^way. Mogensen said it 
was hardlp^y.vriiy (he ear. crossed the center 
line of the'roMi^, unless the driver, was unable 
to see the’etiive because his view of the road 
ahead was blocked by the trude. 

Melvin Simmons, 41, of Elko, driver of the 
truck, said he had pulled to the side of the road 
and had almost stopped because he saw another 
thick aproachlng south Into the Icy ctu^e and he 
was afraid the trucker would-sllde when he hit 
the Icy spot. 

“I slowed down and waited fbrhlm (the other 
trucker) to get around the turn. 'Then I saw this 
car right b<Alnd him. As soon as (he truck was 
past me, the car Just came straight across and 
hit me. Maybe he had a heart attack or passed 
out,” Simmons sold. 

“He didn’t try .to brake or even stay on the 
curve. He was coming pretty fast,” Simmons* 
said. 

The truck driver said he got out of his car and 


went to sec if Dobson was alive. 

“1 couldn’t find a pulse, but the car was so 
crushed 1 couldn’t have gotten Urn out If he had 
been olive. The windshield was' In his lap. It 
looked like the whole car was Just pushed back 
on top of him,” Simmons said. 

The victim died of massive head Injuries, said 
county Coroner James Wood. 

Simmons said his truck was probably totaled. 

Mogenson said the Impact forced the truck 
back several feet and caused the diesel fuel U 
was carrying to spill over the highway. 

Twin Falls Coimty Sheriff James Munn called 
for county assistance In cleaning up the spilled 
diesel fuel.. Two wreckers pulled the Dobson 
vehicle apart to free the body.

“He didn't try to brake or even stay on toe 
curve.

The victim died of massive head Injuries, said 
county Coroner James Wood.

Kids ’ car seats misused, says-panel 


■ -WASHINGTON (AP) — Forty-nine states re- 
quire automobile safety seats for small children, 
but federal officials say the devices arc used on- 
' ly about half the time when required and then 
usually Improperly. 

Safety 'experts also say the design of the rtilld 
safely seats, their complicated Instructions for 
use, and the fact that most cars are not made to 
use the seats all contribute to the problem. 

Alarmed by the situation, the National 
Transportation Safety Board Is bringing 
together auto manufacturers, safety experts, 
and government officials Monday for a ^m- 
poslum to discuss the matter. 

Federal regulations set minimum standards 
' for all ^lld safety seats. But Patrida Goldman, 
the NTSB's vice chairman, said in an Interview 
that the most frequent misuses Involve seats im- 
properly fastened to the cars and children strap- 
ped Insecurely Into tho seats. 

Sometime parents knowingly misuse the seats 
because they are in a hurry "or some other ex- 
cuse,” but other limes tho design of the seats 
confuse parents and lead the Improper installa- 
tion, Ms. Goldman said. 

The National Transportation Safely Boord's 
Investigation of traffic accidents for several 
years has suggested that child seats ore often not 
used and commonly used Improperly. Several 
new surveys of child scat use confirms the 
board's fears. 


One study by the National Highway Traffic 
Safely Administration shows that during the last 
six months of 1984 the usage rate of child seats 
for children 5 years or younger was only 49.3 
percent, although somewhat higher — 69.2 per- 
cent— for Infants. 

Another study, reflecting a general conclusion 
reached by other resear^ers — showed that 
many scats ore used Incorrectly, Ms. Goldman 
said. 

Of 1,006 automobiles with child safety scats 
observed at parking lots of a fast food chain in 10 
cities, 64.6 percent of them wero misused, accor- 
ding to a study done for NHTSA. The report said 
the most common problem was that the scats 
either wcrc.not proj^rly secured or the children 
were not snugly strapped Into the seats. 

Tennessee became the first state in the nation 
in 1978 to require vehicle safety scats for 
children under the age of 4. Almost immediately 
there was a noticeable drop in highway fatalities 
among small children in the state. Since then 48 
additional states have enacted similar laws, 
most of them coming 1982 and 1983. 

The holdout is Wyoming where Ms. Goldman 
said there are solid Indications child safety belt 
legislation will be enacted this year. 

Ncvcrthclc^, federal safety officials say, 
there arc still 600 ratalllics and 50,000 serious in- 
juries among small children In troffic accidents 
each year. Some of the fatal Hies and many of the 


serious injuries are attributed to misuse of tho 
scats. • . 

Even a scat that Is not used properly can save 
a child's life, but often Improp^ installation 
means the difference between serious Injury and 
a minor scratch, NTSB investigators have con- 
.eluded. 

That was the cose in on accident In Pine Coun- 
ty. Minn., In January, 1983, when a car carrying 
a woman aito her 20-month old daughter collided 
with a plckiip truck. The child was strapped In a 
safety seat, but the harness was not strapp^ 
properly for the infant's size and wcl^t. 

As a result of the improper routing of the 
harness straps, the Infant “sustained a serious 
whiplash injury — a contusion of the spinal cord 
resulting In paralysis,” on NTSB report con- 
cluded. 

Ms. Goldman said there arc “a lot of design 
questions" that still must be resolved by the seat 
manufacturers and suggested a need for greater 
standardisation to prevent confusion In use and 
Installation.

Big business filling in gaps 
left by schools, says report 


■ NEW YORK (AP) - Big business 
spends up to $100 billion a year to 
teach Its workers, partly because 
traditional schools aren't doing the 
Job adequately, a critical new report 
charges. 

Draft copies of the 233-pagc report, 
"Corporate Classrooms: The Learn- 
ing Business,” were released Monday 
by the Carnegie Foundation for the 
Advancementof Teaching. 

According to the two-year study, a 
:kcy reason corporations are spending 
'SO much to train' and educate their 
'Workers Is that traditional schools, 
,from kindergarten to college, too 
:oftcn produce workers lacking basic 
communication and problem-solving 
skills. 

c Sdiools run by corporations have 
been around for decades, with their 
;<^lcf alms to update worker skills, 
teach company customs and foster 
’belter communication. A growing 
Inumbcrof firms also believe that con- 
;tlnuing education makes for happier,, 
'more productive workers. 

! But "corporate classrooms should 
Inot te so busy teaching the three 
[R’s,” said the Gamete report's 


author, Nell Eurich, a foundation 
trustee and senior consultant to the 
Academy for Educational Develop- 
ment In New York. 

“The Indictment ... extends beyond 
secondary schools,” she said. 
"Beyond basics, more and more 
companies are teaching analytical 
skills and critical thinking, concep- 
tual bases for transferable knowl- 
edge, foreign languages, psychology 
and sociology, economics, college 
algebra, physics and'other courses In 
science and technology. 

. "These studies, clearly the domain 
of colleges and universities, should 
not need to be duplicated In corporate 
classrooms, at least not for college 
graduates,” shcsald. 

College courses, in particular, tend 
to be theoretical rather than practical 
and often leave piqiUs Ill-prepared for 
the result-oriented corp>orate world, 
thercport'sald. 

The study examined the growth of 
.jcorporatc education, which first 
came on the scene In the 19th century 
Industrial Revolution when, then os 
now, the workplace required entirely 
new skills.

BOISE (AP) — A. white- 
supremacist, group linked to ar- 
mored-car liberies In Seattle and 
California appai^tly was planning a 
third heist 'In Boise, an FBI agent 
says. 

FBI Special Agent Richard 
' McDaniel also tesUfl^ at txind hear- 
ings In U.S.' Dlstrlct'Court hr^lM 
Monday that members of the neo- 
Nazi group known as The Oc^ had 
vowed to kill the families of law en- 
forcement officials who arrested any 
of theorganlzatlon’s members. 

U.S. Magistrate Mlkel Williams 
ordered Suzanne Tomatzky held 
without bond on charges she received 
$10,000 of the $3.6 million taken in an 
ormorcd-car robbe^' near Ukiah, 
Calif., lost July 19. Williams said he 
could think of no combination of con- 
ditions to ensure Mrs. Tomaitzky 
would attend future court hearings if 
she were released from custody. 

Williams also set $15,000 bwd for 
her husband, Eric Tomatzky, who is 
named along with his wife In an 
Oregon counterfeiting complaint. The 
Judge ordered Tomatzky released in- 
to the custody of his employer, Terry 
Stewart, who was allowed to post a 
$30,000 property bond in lieu of the 
cash. 

Federal prosecutor Ron Howen 
argued that Mrs. Tomatzky should be 
denied ball because she had received 
money which was taken in a violent 
crime, and because she allegedly 
conducted surveillance In Boise to 
gain information for another robbery. 
Her husband is not charged In the 
Ukiah robbery. 

McDaniel testified that Mrs. Tor- 
natzky had supplied Information to 
The Order for on unrealized Dec. 4 
holdup of the Wells Fargo Armored 
Service In Boise. 

An Incriminating note was found on 
Whidbey Island, Wash., where 
right-wing extremist Robert Mathews 
died In a standoff with FBI agents In 
December, McDaniel said.

Girl saves 
brother, 3, 
from pool 

LAS VEGAS, Nev. (AP) - Ten- 
year-old Steph^e Cranston Is being 
hailed as a heroine after she Ignored 
her broken arm and chilly 45-degree 
waters to Jump Into the family 
swimming pool and save her 3-ycar- 
old brother from drowning. 

"That water was very cold," 
Stephenle said In recalling the Inci- 
dent.

1 felt 
like that In the water." 

The incident occurred Sunday when 
3-ycar-old Kyle Cranson was playing 
near the family swimming p<x>l.

Stephenle was playing In a nearby 
tree when she saw her brother splash 
frantically, then drop under the sur- 
face.

His Ups 
had turned blue by the time he was 
pulled to safety. 

Kyle Is hearing Impaired and knows 
only a few words, and could not shout 
fair help, the family said.

‘not required to file any special Kcogh-plon 
return separate from your Form 1040. For 
1984. though, you must file a Keogh-plon an- 
nual return even If you arc the only employee 
covered. This Kco^-plan return doesn't have 
to be filod, however, before July 31, 1985. 

As apractical manner, It may bo advisable 
to complete the Keogh return as you prepare 
your 1984 Form 1040 and have all the figures' 
available. You will then not overlook the later 
filing requirement 

Only one change was made In the tax rules 
for the use of an Individuol Retirement Ac- 
count to cut your taxes. You con contribute 
and deduct up to $2,000 of your earned income 
whether (rom work os an employee or os a 
self-employed. If you didn’t contribute the 
maximum for '64 you still con do so in ’85. This 
can be done whether you contribute to a new 
IRA or an IRA already set up In '84. But the 
1985 contribution for 1384 must be mode by 
April 15, 1985. This Is SO even if you have an 
extenslonof lime to file your return after that 
date. For 1933, you could make the retroactive 
contribution up to the extension time. Don’t 
overlook this new deadline if you plan a 1985

Continue to grow the seedUngs as you would the larger 
plants. Supplemental lighting, however, is often 
beneficial in increasing plant growth and quality. 

Leaf drop Is a common problem of indoor plants. 
Elspedally suscq;itlble to this problem are plants that 
have vacatlwied outside all summer: This Is the 
plant’s way of adapting to lower light levels caused by 
the changing season. 

When you bring plants In from tbelr summer vaca- 
tion places, move them closer to windows. Or a few 
extra hours of light can be provided for plants by Uiro- 
Ing on table Ianq» in the evening or buying a fluores- 
cent lamp to hang above plants, eaa means of 
assisting their growth.

Soil and water in the Ma^c Valley . 
are generally more alkaline than is 
optimum for plant grov^. 

Almost any soil In this area will 
benefit by the addition of sulfur to 
reduce alkalinity. The exception 
would be conifer (pine) forest soils. 
Even Indoor plants benellt from 
sulfur because the water gradually 
increases alkalinity. 

Tbe amount of sulfur needed will 
vary depending upon the degree of 
alkalinity, the soil type, and the kind 
of plant to be grown. 

Alkalinity or acidity is measured by 
the pH scale. Seven on the scale is 
neutral (neither alkaline nor acid). 
Anythlngabove71s alkaline, and 
anything below 7 is acl± MosLplants 
grow best at a slightly add pH be- 
tween 6 and 7. Some plants such as 
blueberries and hydrangeas prefer a 
- pH between 5 and 6. 

Most soil and water in the Magic 
Valley ranges between 7:3 and 8.S. 
They can te easily tested to deter- 
mine the specIflcpH. Soil testing kits 
are available In some nurseries and 
garden stores. A soU or water sample 
can be tested for pH (end also for fer- 
tility) by asoU testing laboratory. 
Private labs are found in many cities. 
The county agricultural agent can 
send samples to the state laboratory 
for testing. 

A heavy clay soU will require about- 
twice as much sulfur to correct the pH 
asa light wdy one. To lower the pH 
from 7.S to6.5 requires 10 pounds of 
sulfur per 1000 square feel on a sandy 
soil. On a loam soil; about 15 pounds Is 
needed. A heavy day soli would need 
^pounds.

-Retail nurseries will offer his 


rosebushes for' sale to bacl^ard 
gardeners all over the nation In the 
spring. 

"Rosebushes will live a long time, 
but In certain parts of the country, 
they'll die when the winters are bad," 
Woolf said. "When we see that Buf- 
falo’s had a hard winter, we know 
there’ll te good sales there the next 
spring.” 

Roses have been a sideline at the 
Woolf farm for six years. The farm's 
-major, crops are. cotton,, wheat and 
citrus. An occasional rosebush 
sprouting on Its pwn in a cotton field 
0ves the farm some of the prettiest 
weeds In the state. A number of neai^ 
by farms also raise rosriMtshes. 

The rosebushes get about 7 feet of 
irrigation water each year, Woolf 
said. That- Is more than cotton 
because the roses are watered for 
more months of the year than cotton. 

Woolfs production costs total about 
40 cents for each rosebush. The prices 
paid and charged by wholesalers vary 
depending on the grade of the bush, 
whether the bush is a patented rose 
variety, and otherfactors. 

Woolf explained that growing a 
rosebush Is really like growing two 


plants. The rootstock must be 
established (he first season. Then the 
blossoming stock, whidi Is grafted on 
aqma single bud during the first 
seSon, grows out during the second 
year. 

All 105 varieties of roses on Woolfs 
farm are growing on the same type of 
rootstock, named Dr. Huey. Branches 
of Dr. Huey are gangly and leafy with 
few blossoms, but Dr. Huey tools 
have been selected for the vigor they 
.give to grafteckm branches of other 
varieties. 

The planting, grafting and most 
other Jobs In ro^)U8h farming are 
done by hand. Ihree-fourths of the 
total pi^uctlon costs are for labor. 

With approximately 240 acres In 
various stages of the two-year crop, 
Woolfs farm employs ab<^t 25 people 
In year-round rose jobs, and many 
more seasonally between October and 
June. 

Branches of Dr. Huey rootstock 
from 1-year-old bushes on the farm 
are cut Into 9-inch lengths.

— ^ese ought to be the best oLtimes- 
for Kathy Clark, the assistant 
athletic director for programs at the 
University of Idaho. 

Her school's women's basketball 
team Is 18-1 and has been ranked as 
high as 17th this season. In a weak 
year for men's baskeiEall at the 
university, the Lady Vidals are 
the talk of Moscow. 

“We’re getting a lot of support, 
more people are coming to our 
games, we’re oven getting attention 
from the media In Spokane,” she 
soys. “But we don't get a dime extra 
because of it." 

That’s because the U of I's 
women’s team plays most of Its 
home games as preliminaries to the 
men’s games. ~~ 

Welcome to the world of women's 
college athletics In Idaho, a world 
where, os Clark says, “our. biggest 
problem Is fallure'to grow." 

“I always say our coaches have to 
be overachievers,” says Kathy 

. Hildreth, women’s athletic director 
at Idaho State University. “They're 
always going to have to do more 
with less.” 

“Before I came to Boise State, I 
worked in a Junior high school In 



southern Caliromia,” says BSU 
volleyball coach Darlene Bailey. 
“I'm still not making the money 
here that I did when I left there in 
1979.” 

The hard reality of women's col- 
loglato ^rts-Ln Idaho Is that the 
athletic departments at the U of I, 
ISU, Boise State and Lcwls^lark 
State College live on a thin slice of a 
shrinking pie. Even should the Lady 
Vandals win the NCAA Division 1 
women's championship, they could 
,bave their travel or recruiting 
budgets cut next season. 

“Frustrating? Sure It’s 
frustrating,” says Carol Ladwlg, 
women's athletic director at Boise 
Slate. “But you learn to work with 
what you have." 

The University of Idaho spends 
between 20 and 22 percent of Its total 
athlctk budget on women's sports, 
BSU about 20 percent (figures were 
not available for ISU). Those 
percentages have Increased 
significantly in the post decade; at 
BSU the percentage has nearly 


doubled In seven years. 

But by comparison with out-of- 
state colleges that, like Idaho, ISU 
and Boise State are members of the 
Mountain West Athletic Conference, 
the Gem Slate schools suffer. 
Eastern Washington University 
spends between 28 and 30 percent of 
its total othletlc budget on women’s 
~ sports rTheUnlverslty'ofMontanaV' 
a long-time power In the MWAC, 
spent about 20 percent of its athletic 
budget on women's sports In 1983, 
the last year for whto figures arc 
available. But those numters don’t 
include expenses that the men’s and 
women’s . athletic departments 
- share,- such as administration, 
training costs and sports informa- 
tion. ■ , . 

At Idaho's Junior colleges, the 
women’s share Is bigger. The Col- 
lege of Southern Idaho spends about 
40 percent of Us athletic budget in 
women's sports, the highest percen- 
tage at any post-secondary institu- 
tion In the state. North Idaho Col- 
lege of Coeur d’Alene, Idaho’s only 
other public Junior college, devotes 
29 percent of Us athletic budget to 
women’s sports, not including 
salaries. The school’s president, 
Barry Schuler, says there Is rou{^Iy 
a 7-3 ratio between money spent on 
salaries for men's sports to that 
spent on women’s athletics at his in- 
stitution. 

Figures on the amount of money 
spent on women’s scholarships are 
harder to come by because schools 
compute their scholar^lp values by 


different formulas. Ladwlg 
estimates BSU Is currently awar- 
ding between $70,000 and $80,000 in 
seholorshlp money for women's 
sports, up from about $5,000 when 
she took the Job seven years ago. 
Claric soys the University of Idaho is 
giving 34 full-ride scholarships to 
women valued at $3,208 each, a fig- 
ure that totals $109,072, not in- 
cluding 50 state tuition waivers of 
$2,000 each. She says that amount 
has remained about the same for the 
past three years, the lost time the 
school significantly Increased Its 
numter of scholor^ips for women. 
No fibres were available for ISU. 

ITtc problem with those numbers, 
says Clark, Is that they don't leave 
any mai^in for error. 


"When you recruit an athlete and 
put her on on athletic scholar^p 
you take a chance," she says. “If 
the Individual doesn’t work out aca- 
demically, you're going to be hurt 
because you need that scholarship. 
The football coach can afford to 
make a mistake; we don’t have that 
luxury with women’s sports at this 
school.” 

C51 grants 10 full-tulllon scholar- 
ships for basketball and for track, 
up from six when the women’s 
basketball program began in the 
late I970S. 

At the state’s universities, the 
funding problem Is Iwo-fold. 

• Two years ago, the Idaho Slate 
Board of Education mondoM a 30 
percent cut In state support for In- 


torcollcgiate athlcUcs.over a three- 
year period starting next year. 

* Last spring, the U.S. Supreme 
Court ruled that the NCAA had no

nullified network contracts that 
meant between $20,000 and $30,000 
annually to the.Blg Sky Conference 
member schools. 

All three of Idaho’s universities 
have managed to raise enough 
money from boosters to make up for 
most of that deficit. But the costs of 
running on athletic program have 
Increased In the meantime. 

“Staying the same In terms of 
budget rheans a cut,” says Clark.
